Learn 
more about the lives — and loves — of the famous. 

LAURENCE OLIVIER, CONFESSIONS OF 
AN ACTOR, is the long-awaited autobiography 
of the most admired and daring performer of his 
age. This is more than an account of a unique and 
triumphant professional life, it is also a profoundly 
moving and passionately personal account of his 
own emotional life. With insight and humor, Olivier 
retells the story of his glittering, sixty-year career. 

MY WILD KINGDOM, by Marlin Perkins, 
the celebrated wildlife authority and host of the 
award-winning television series, “Wild Kingdom,” 
recalls a life of action and adventure in some of 
the most dramatic settings in the world. We find a 
man who, throughout his long and exciting life as a 
zoo director and filmmaker, respected the value of 
the wilderness, and who, with patience and imagina¬ 
tion, teaches us the importance of wild animals to 
our own survival.

This letter is in regard to a 
recent decision of the City 
Council, upon recommenda¬ 
tion of the Beautification 
Committee, concerning over¬ 
night parking of vehicles on 
city streets. I have lived in 
Sierra Madre for 2 years and 
have had an overnight park¬ 
ing permit for one of my ve¬ 
hicles for most of that time. 
This year the permit was 
denied. 

It is my understanding that 
the Beautification Committee 
recommended to the City 
Council that the law regarding 
overnight parking be strictly 
enforced. I question whether 
anyone on the Beautification 


Committee or the City Coun¬ 
cil IS aware of the financial 
hardship this new turn of 
events may cause some fami¬ 
lies; families who are using 
their garages to provide sup¬ 
plemental income to maintain 
their families and properly; 
families with grown children 
who have returned home 
to live because of the poor 
economic condition of the 
nation and need additional 
storage space; families who 
have moved to smaller homes 
because they can no longer 
afford homes adequate to 
provide ample parking, sto¬ 
rage, and living accommoda¬ 
tions; etc. 

We already have laws on 
the books which prohibit the 
storing of vehicles on city 
streets. Most of the vehicles 


parked at night are not there 
during the day. They are 
being used to drive to and 
from work to generate income 
to maintain families and 
homes in the community. 
Keep in mind this income is 
also being spent in the com¬ 
munity and generates reve¬ 
nue to community businesses. 
It would appear we are now 
strictly enforcing a law to 
beautify the community for 
2 hours in the middle of 
the night. 

I have requested this matter 
be placed on the agenda of 
the meeting of the City Coun¬ 
cil on January 25, 1983, at 
7:30 p.m. I urge all who have 
been affected or who may be 
affected in the future to please 
be present to voice their opi¬ 
nions. There must be a better 


compromise which would be 
acceptable to the members 
of the City Council, the mem¬ 
bers of the Beautification 
Committee, and those re.si- 
dents of the community who 
would like to be given 
overnight parking permits.

Richard Epstein who is on 
the staff of the Little Hoover 
Commission explains why 
the bill, introduced by Frank 
Vicencia, D-Bellflower, is 
cutting down the state’s reve-?' 
nues, a reduction in the state’s 
share in takeout money. 

From the total money that 
is wagered at the tracks, 15 
cents of each $1 is called 
“takeout.” The rest is re¬ 
turnable to the public, to the 
bettor. Takeout money, he 
explains, is split between the 
state, the racing association 
and horsemen (breeders and 
owners). 

The most important part 
of the 1980 legislation, ac¬ 
cording to Epstein, is that 
it reduced the state’s share of 
money taken out— from 
7.35 cents per dollar wagered 
to just over 5 cents. That is 


a reduction of I'A cents of 
state revenue of each dollar 
wagered. j 

The 1982 lose means the 
race industry revenue reduc¬ 
tion has now wst the state 
$60 million. Berore the legis¬ 
lation was passed the state 
received $134 million in reve¬ 
nue derived from wagers at 
all horse racing tracks through¬ 
out California. In 1981 the 
state received $120 milllion 
and $122 million in 1982. 

These are not taxes, Ep¬ 


stein explains.They are reve¬ 
nue derived from wagers. 

He also says the total level 
of wagering in California is 
$2 billion. 

Sierra Madrean Jennings 
who is complaining about the 
loss in state revenues believes 
“we ought to ride that thing 
and tax them (race tracks) 
even more.” He points to 
lobbyists as the people who 
cause this type of legislation 
to get on the books.

tion—the way they assigned 
certain costs and expenses 
did not give an accurate pic¬ 
ture. We returned the audit 
to the auditor. We’ve been 
waiting to receive it in its 
proper format the way we feel 
it would accurately portray 
the city’s fiscal situation. 
I think it’s going to be resolved 
within the week.” 

Councilman Tom Edwards 
said, “It’s ridiculous that 
we have not passed the pre¬ 
liminary budget for 1982-83. 
It should have been completed 
in June of 1982. The ’82-’83 
budget draft shows a $371,- 
744 deficit. Now we discuss 
that budget and resolve those 
problems. To me this is still 


9 preliminary budget. We 
haven’t done anything. In 
most towns the councils witl 
receive their ’83-’84 preli¬ 
minary budgets in February 
and March. Why do we have 
to continue to be different? 

Edwards was asked what 
he as a council member will 
do about this. * 

His answer was, “I can’t 
do much but I will push for a 
1983-84 prelimiliary budget 
to be completed by the city 
administrator and sent to the 
council no later than the sec¬ 
ond week of March.” 


Lisa Fowler, the newest 
City Council member, an¬ 
swered, “We started the ori¬ 
ginal hearings on the ’82-’83 
budget in June or July of 
’82 and the different depart¬ 
ment heads made presenta¬ 
tions,” 

Fowler was asked why 
those presentations had not 
been followed through. 

Her answer, “I think it’s 
a combination of push and 
shove—our pushing Jim to 
get the preliminary budget 
completed and he has to push 
us right back to get it com¬ 


pleted and get it out to the 
community. 1 can’t compare 
with other years but 1 know 
that towns having the same 
city attorney as we do have 
their packages put together 
in early spring. Of course, 
that’s for next year’s budget. 
According to some cities 
we’re running about a year 
late.” 

The News asked Fowler 
what she would do about 
that. 

She answered, “I’d like 
io see a definite date set for 
passing on the ’82-’83 budget 
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tonight (Tuesday). We’ve set 
dates for hearings but nevei 
set a definite final budget 
date. Then I’d like to get 
busy on the ’83-’84 budget.”
